SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


District No.1. Summer term. Teacher, Miss Hannaug G. 
Hoaa. Miss Hoag had a quiet way of imparting instruction 
and of administering government; with an insufficiency of 
that life and vivacity so necessary on the pgrt of the teacher, 
to insure complete success. 

Having made but one visit, and that early in the term, the 
committee do not feel prepared to judge of the advancement 
made by the school. We regret that a second visit could not 
have been made, but, owing to an earlier close of the term than 
was expected, it was omitted. 

Winter term. Teachers, J. A. D. Huaues, Henry C. Cur- 
RIER. This term commenced under Mr. Hughes’ instruction; 
but, for reasons of which we are not well informed, he did not 
prove acceptable to the district, and left after two weeks. 
Mr. Currier then took charge of the school, and under his in- 
struction excellent progress was made for the remainder of the 
term. The district will be wise to secure more of his services 
as a teacher, if they can be had. 


District No.2. Summer term. Teacher, Miss Saran EK.” 
Buarr. Miss Blair is so well known to the’people of the town 
as a teacher, that very little need be said concerning her 
merits. Under her management the school underwent an 
entire revolution; and the committee confidently express the 
opinion, that the whole money of the district has not been as 

rofitably expended for a long time, as was this portion of it. 
his school requires the best of teachers for both its depart- 
ments, and throughout all its terms. The scholars of the 
district are those of no mean attainments; they will bear 
favorable comparison with the best in the State, found in the 
common schools. Such a school deserves permanent teachers ; 
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its best interest demands them; and a judicious expenditure 
of the money to which the district is entitled would furnish 
them. 

Primary Department. Teacher, Miss Estarr J. KenDAULL. 
Miss Kendall, also well known as a feacher, succeeded well in 
this department. She is among the best of teachers, particu- 
larly for scholars of this grade, and gave good satisfaction to 
the parents of the district whose children “know how to be- 
have at home.” 

Winter term. Higher Department. Teacher, ALpnEus C. 
Oscoop. This school made fair progress under the tuition of 
Mr. Osgood. The order and discipline were good; but more 
animation and manifest interest in recitations and exercises 
» would make Mr. O. a better teacher. Irregularity of attend- 

' ance is a serious fault in this school, in both departments, and 
demands the. attention of parents for its correction. The 
school suffers as well as the pupil, when so many are™so 
frequently absent. gh ‘i % 

Primary Department. Teacher, Miss Marta HaAsrrron. 
Miss Haselton succeeded well in the somewhat difficult man- 
agement of ante gepporieto Rs Harnest herself, she secured 
the attention and interest of the pupils in theirstudies, and 
the progress made, especially in reading, geography and arith- 
metic, is worthy of mention. — A 


District No. 8. Summer term. Teacher, Miss Mary E. 
Crark. Miss Clark is a good teacher, destined to become one 
among the best. The committee were pleased with the prog- 
ress made by the school. So good order as was obseryed here 
at the time the visits to the school were made by the commit- 
tee, foreshadows success. : 

Winter term. Teacher, Goartes A. Jewern. During the 
several visits made ‘by thé committee, Mr. Jewell was found 
busily at work. He is one of our working teachers. The dis ~ — 
trict made itself his judge in extending the school by subserip- 
tion. A poor school would not have been lengthened beyond 
the capacity of the school money. 


District No. 4. One term. Teacher, Miss MaRtia M. 
Crark. This district showed good judgment in havi e 
long term instead of two short ones. This was Miss Clar 
first schdol. She taught an excellent school with the excep 
tion of allowing herself to be too much influenced by the 
fault-jinding spirit, a product of ignorance, manifested by some 
of the parents of the district.7 Those who have never been =~ 
taught how to read properly themselves, should not undertake  =— 
to “teach teachers how to teach” that branch. Someofthe — 
pupils made as good advancement as any scholars of the town.
